The opportunity now exists for 
Sacramento State College to show

Women often 
accept a Jower position 
with less responsibility, less 
prestige, less pay and _ less 
opportunity to advance (which 
robs s ciety of much talent), or 
they give up and marry to avoid

The Reagan administration cretly closing down 
centers around the state since last fall, Five were quickly shut after the 
Fong bill was introduced tn January. Of 22 centers established, three 
remain -- in Sacramento, Oakland and San Francisco 

Operation of the three remaining centers has been virtually stopped, 
according to the Sacramento Youth Opportunity Center Steering 
Committee, which is made up of local government, business, labor and 
civic leaders. Supplies have dried up. Staffs have been slashed 
Remaining youth employment specialists are looking over their 
shoulders wondering who will be next. Morale 1s low 

Before the Reagan onslaught, here is how the Sacramento center was 
functioning 

There was a singular concentration on the unique problems of youth 
unemployment. The services covered job placement vocational and 
educational training, vocational and psychological counseling, financial 
and medical support 

The Sacramento center provided a “clothes closet” for young people 
wanting to make a neat appearance on their job and a petty-cash fund 
raised at an annual party by the steering committee to give youths 
money for transportation and food while awaiting their first pay 
checks 

The local center once arranged for a 19-year-old umemployec waitress 
to have tattoos removed from her arms to make her more employable 
Arrangements were made through the US Civil Service Commission to 
rewrite federal regulations, removing a requirement that youths buy 
expensive boots to qualify for forestry jobs 

Special help was given school drop-outs and those otherwise 
disadvantaged because of their race or environment The center refers 
youths to the Jobs Corps, to literacy and vocational training courses 
under the Manpower Development and Training Act, and provides 
special apprenticeship information and on-the-job training services — all 
designed to help therm gain vocational and educational skills and work 
experience 

Center manager Stewart Roth (who recently was stripped of his job) 
said the center had a wealth of labor market information 

“We know the jobs that are becoming nonexistent "he said

SSC dog control 


The Environmental Health and Safety Committee during meetings this 
past semester has discussed the health and safety hazards created by 
unrestrained dogs on campus. Inasmuch as this has been a cause of 
continuing concern to members of the campus community, a proposed 
policy relative to the matter was drawn up and formally considered 
The Staff Council, at its meeting of May 20, 1971, passed a forma! 
resolution in support of the policy. The Interfraternity Council also 
made a recommendation that dogs on the SSC campus be controlled 
and governed by the same standards that apply to dogs in the County 
of Sacramento 

At its meeting of May 26, 1971, the Environmental Health and Safety 
Committee considered this matter at length. Instances were cited where 
dogs had attacked young children coming to the Hearing and Speech 

campus, had ng eye dogs; had attacked 
students in  wheelch had prevented gardeners 


their duties on campus, had interruptec 
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The Sacramento Animal Control Law stipulates that every owner of a 
dog must have the animal under restraint by leash and under the 
control and in the immediate presence of the owner when the animal ts 
off the premises of the owner. The California Health and Safety Code 
‘Restaurant Act’ specifically prohibits animals in food 
buildings. An exception is made only for seeing eye dogs 

On the basis of this discussion, the following policy was recommended 
to become effective July 1, 1971, and it was approved by the President 

In order to permit dog owners to enjoy their pets and at the same time 
reduce hazards and nuisances created by dogs on the SSC campus, the 
following policies relating to dogs will become effective July 1, 1971 

1. Dogs may not be on the campus except when they are: a secured 
to a leash or chain approximately six (6) feet in length, the other end of 
which is retained by a person, or; b. securely confined in a vehicle 

2. Dogs may not be tethered on campus 

3. Dogs are not permitted in any Campus Building even though leased, 
except for: a. seeing eye dogs serving their owners, b. animals involved 
in authorized research. 

4. Dogs must have a valid dog license as evidence of current rabies 
vaccination. 

5. Dogs which are in violation of these policies are subject to being 
picked up and turned over to the Sacramento City Animal Control 
Officer. Owners of such impounded dogs may make arrangements for 
release directly with the Sacramento Animal Control Officer
